Fresh Look At Future 
Sought By Pres. Mays 

Pres. Morley J. Mays, who formally took office here Oc- 
tober 1, lost little time in calling for a fresh look at the future 
Course of the College. 


Speaking on successive week- 
ends to the College’s Board of 
Trustees and Development Ad- 
visory Committee, President 
Mays said he will begin immed- 
iately to involve all constitu- 
encies of the College in the 
planning process. 

The initial unveiling of his 
plans came during the annual 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. 
He commented: 

“I want to submit for your ap- 
proval my proposal for planning 
the future of the College for the 
next ten years. A college is a 
mixture of four ingredients: pur- 
pose, program, physical resources, 
and people. Of these, the first is 
likely to get the least attention 
or the wrong attention. Actualiy, 
I think it is has priority over the 
other three. 

“It is only when a college 
knows its own identity, what it 
is trying to do, for what it 
exists, that it can expect to be : 
successful in the other re- ' 
spects.’’ I 

He called for the definition of 
the College’s purpose to be real- 
istic and in keeping with the tra- \ 
ditional values espoused by the | 
instutition since its founding. 

In calling for the projection of 
future development paid hom- 
age to the “triumphant achieve- 
ments” of the past and added 
that he is aware of the “realities 
of the present.” 

He continued: 

“I only know from the ex- 
perience of many years that a 
college cannot stagnate. We 
live in a highly competitive 
situation in which only the 
strong survive. We can take 
nothing for granted.” 

The following week before the 
Development Advisory Commit- 
tee, he expressed confidence that 
the College will achieve “an even 
greater degree of educational ef- 
fectiveness that it now enjoys 
(through) imaginative planning.” 
■The planning process, he ex- 
plained, will seek to draw opin- 
ions and reactions from alumni, 
the Church constituency, faculty, 
students, and others with a di- 
rect interest in the College. He 
called the planning project EPIC 
(Elizabethtown Plots Its Course). 

Other administrators pre- 
senting reports to the Board 
of Trustees included Acting 
Dean O. F. Stambaugh, Treas- 
urer Earl H. Kurtz, Public Re- 
lations and Development Di- 
rector J. L. M- Yeingst, and 
Dean of Students Edward L. 
Crill. 

Stambaugh reported the pro- 
cessing of a record number of ap- 
plications (1,665) from students 
seeking admission for the fall 
term. Kurtz reviewed the Col- 
lege’s fiscal operation, pointing 
out that the institution had op- 
erated without a deficit for the 
15th consecutive year. 

Yeingst reported that the 
“Pathway to Fulfillment” pro- 
gram has realized $1,531,896.55 in 
cash and pledges since it was in- 
itiated in April 1964. Crill re- 
ported on the various activities 
coordinated by the Student 
Personnel Department with em- 
phasis on housing, counseling, 
and infirmary care.

One of the uncritical assertions of our par- 
ticular society is that human conceptualization 
is an irrelevant abstraction which at best is an 
ideology and at worst, a sentimentality. To 
conceptualize our experiences and beliefs is 
sirnply a matter of verbal facade for our psy- 
chological needs or clandestine intentions. To 
conceptualize is to propagandize. 

It is true that many times concepts have 
been used to manipulate people. But that con- 
ceptualization has been abused does not nec- 
essarily prove that all conceptualization is ir- 
relevant or inherently bad. It is quite possible 
that the difficulty is not with concepts them- 
selves but with the human choice to abuse the 
legitimate intellectual role of concepts. Simply 
because some human beings or nations utilize 
the theoretical and practical knowledge of 
man’s scientific endeavors to exploit and even 
to destroy millions of human beings does not 
indicate that science is at fault.

Dr. Garber spent two years in 
Algeria, Morocco and Tunisia, 
during 1944 and 1946.

For the last three years, she 
was involved in work with a 
heterogeneous group of Latin 
Americans, comprised of older 
women, lawyers, teachers and 
some non-professional social 
workers^ in a cross-cultural 
study, consisting mostly of or- 
ganized seminars. 

Dr. Garber commented “We 
discussed political, economical, 
cultural, social and geographical 
aspects of the two countries and 
how each could possibly be im- 
proved.” In conjunction with 
these seminars, the group of 
Latin Americans were exposed to 
several poorly developed cities in 
the United States for observation. 

“My immediate impression 
of the students of Elizabeth- 
town is that they all seem to be 
of a high caliber and display 
a nice impression,” commented 
Dr. Garber. 

She later showed surprise at 
how the borough of Elizabeth- 
town and the College have grown 
very much since she last visited 
here.

hockey with a team in Harris- 
burg. After the latter. Dr. Gar- 
ber organized a hockey team in 
Lancaster. 

Her previous experiences in 
teaching include freshman civics, 
sophomore European history and 
senior social studies, over a pe- 
riod of nine years. 

Dr. Garber’s teaching ca- 
reer began at Lititz, Pa., where 
she taught history and politic- 
al science and also organized 
the first hockey team at that 
school. 

After receiving her master’s 
degree from George Washing- 
ton University, Washington, D.C., 
she acquired the doctor’s de- 
gree from the University of Paris. 

During her ten years in Paris, 
she found “thrills in research 
work, discovering that the li- 
braries in Europe have an inter- 
library loan system, providing 
books to be sent across borders 
from library to library.”

It is rather ironic that we can apparently 
understand the distinction between the appli- 
cation of scientific insight and the value of the 
scientific activity itself, because in a very real 
sense, the future of our civilization will be 
determined on the basis of our use or abuse of 
science. But many fail to understand the dis- 
tinction between the value of conceptualiza- 
tion and the use or abuse of this aspect of 
human imagination which may aid us in the 
tiality of the scientific enterprise. 

If the argument against the relevance of 
conceptualization is pushed further, it is usu- 
ally done on the basis that a concept is a gen- 
eralization of human experience and thus is 
inauthentic. No human mental generalization 
can ever be equated with the emotional wealth 
of human experience. A concept is a mere ab- 
straction, and consequently there is no com- 
parison between hate as a concept and hate as 
an actual human experience. 

This is true, but here the role of concept- 
ualization is misunderstood. The function of 
conceptualization is not to be a substitute for 
human experience, but rather to be a means 
of clarifying human experience. 

Without a conceptualization of our experi- 
ence, regardless of the level of abstraction, 
there is not knowledge of experience. In fact, 
if we cannot relate an experience to a concept, 
we have not experience. If you can name an 
experience in which this is not the case, you 
have already conceptualized your experience.' 

If experience is to be meaningfid, it 
must be clarified. To be human is to con- 
ceptualize. In this sense, language is not . 
only a means of communication, but a 
way of looking at life, a conceptualization 
of our experience. When we develop con- 
cepts, we abstract from our experience, 
but abstraction is the only way in which 
we can deal with our ex|>erience cm the 
level of rationality. 

To claim that we do not conceptualize is te 
claim that our abstractions are the only ade- 
quate abstractions. The issue is not whether we 
conceptualize, but whether we are using ouc 
concepts adequately. 

Perhaps these arguments have not silenced 
all our suspicions about the relevance of con- 
cepts, but it is hoped that this caveat might be 
sufficient to cause some hesitation in the pro- 
nouncing of that very popular pragmatic 
slogan . . . “All concepts are mere abstrac- 
tions.”

pus Lyceum Series. Akar also 
lectured here last year- 
The next performer on the 
lyceum schedule is Alirio Diaz, 
classical guitarist, who will ap- 
pear here Feb. 16, 1967. 

Born in Rotifunk, Sierra Leone, 
in 1927, Akar was teaching Eng- 
lish, mathematics, current af- 
fairs, and religious concepts in 
the local primary school at the 
age of 19. 

He began his undergradu- 
ate education at Otterbein Col- 
lege in Ohio then transferred 
to the University of California 
where he received a bachelor’s 
degree in political science and 
journalism. 

While studying law and econ- 
omics in London he made a ten- 
segment series, “America in Af- 
rican Eyes,” for the British 
Broadcasting Corp. and began 
writing plays and stories which 
were produced by the BBC. 

His BBC activities brought him 
to the attention of a London 
producer, and he appeared in a 
starring role in the London pro- 
duction of “Cry, The Beloved 
Country.” In 1955 he decided to 
start a new dramatic career in 
the United States. The BBC rec- 
ommended him to the “Voice of 
America.” 

He remained with the “Voice 
. of America” through 1957. Dur- 
ing this two-year period he 
appeared in “Mr. Johnson” on 
Broadway, “The Genie of Sut- 
. ton Place” on Studio One, and 
then went to Hollywood where 
he took a featured part in the 
motion picture, “Something of 
Value” with Sidney Poitier. 

Akar returned to Sierra Leone 
and in 1960, almost five, months 
before its independence, was ap- 
pointed Director of Broadcast- 
ing. 

His latest honor came on June 
11, 1966, when Queen Elizabeth 
conferred on him the award of 
M.B.E. (Member of the Most Dis- 
tinguished Order of the British 
Empire) in the lists published on 
her official birthday.

$200 Increase In 
Tuition Effective 
September, 1967 ' 

The comprehensive fee for 
resident students attending Eliz- 
abethtown College will be in- 
creased by $200 per year, effec- 
tive as of September, 1967. 

The increase was announced 
by Pres. Morley J. Mays, who in- 
dicated that the decision was 
made by the Board of Trustees 
as a result of the inflationary 
nature of the national economy 
and the College’s desire to en- 
hance the quality of its academic 
program. The last increase came 
two years ago. 

The present comprehensive fee 
is $1,995, including room, board, 
tuition, and fees. As of next fall 
this will be increased to $2,195. 

Students who live at home and 
commute to the College for class- 
es will be charged $120 more per 
year, starting next fall. They 
presently pay $1,270 for tuition 
and fees. 

“We considered the matter 
carefully and made the decision 
to increase reluctantly because 
we do not wish to impose a fi- 
nancial hardship on our stu- 
dents,” Doctor Mays said. “How- 
ever, if we are to maintain high 
academic standards, the increase 
becomes a necessity.” 

He added that the College will 
seek to provide additional finan- 
cial aid to those students who ex- 
hibit a genuine need for help in 
order to continue their educa- 
tion.

Do We Have a New Problem Here? 


By Robert V. Hanie 


To what degree is Elizabeth- 
town College a church-related 
institution? This question has 
rarely been asked, let alone an- 
swered because the criteria ne- 
ce,^ary to measure such a rela- 
tionship has never been estab- 
lished. 

■ However, the highest court of 
Maryland, in a decision last 
spring, did arrive at such criteria 
-when it said that government 
• aid to a church-related college 
or university violates the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

The following criteria were 
established; 


“The stated purpose of the 
college; 

“The college personnel, which 
includes the governing, board, 
the administrative officers, the 
faculty, and the student body. . .; 

“The college’s relationship with 
religious organizations and 
groups,” including “the extent 
of ownership, financial assist- 
ance, the college’s memberships 
and affiliations, religious pur- 
poses, and miscellaneous aspects 
of the college’s relationship with 
its sponsoring church; 

“The place of religion in the 
college’s program. . .; 

“The result or ‘outcome’ of the 


college program, such as accredi- 
tation and the nature and char- 
acter of the activities of the 
alumni; and 

“The work and image of the 
college in the community.” 

In a sense, the Maryland court 
raises the question of whether a 
church college is so permeated 
by religion that a secular grant 
would automatically aid its sec- 
tarian ambience. 

Last month the U. S. Supreme 
Court ducked the question by 
refusing to review the key de- 
cision from the Maryland Court 
of Appeals. 

EPIC should consider it.

Alumni Query 
Empty Barrel

Editor, ETOWNIAN: 

This is our first nasty response 
to the first nasty editorial in the 
Etownian. Mr. Hanie said he 
doesn’t like “uninformed alum- 
ni who fallaciously disparge the 
quality of E-town’s academic 
program. (Empty barrels make 
the most noise ! ) ” First of all, we 
don’t like papers that misspell 
“disparage” by printing “dis- 
parge.” But the more frightening 
thing is Mr. Hanle’s apparent 
attitude toward the Elizabeth- 
town . College critics. His state- 
ment reminds us of the Texas 
farmer — currently living in 
Washington — who dismisses 
critics 'by calling them names 
which, he thinks, are derogatory. 
Those of us — and there are 
many — who don’t subscribe to 
Mr. Johnson’s self-affirmed om- 
niscience regret that he has 
chosen to ridicule, rather than 
to take seriously, the critics, 
especially those who have legiti- 
mate questions about Vietnam. 

If Mr. Hanle’s comment repre- 
sents the Administration’s atti- 
tude toward criticism, then the 
situation is even worse than we 
critics thought. We don’t mind 
being called “fallacious” or 
“empty barrels.” We do, in fact, 
speak from a four-year experi- 
ence at the College and more 
years of association with it. What 
we strongly object to is the idea 
that once someone is labeled an 
“empty barrel,” then he has been 
sufficiently discarded. 

We have voiced many criti- 
cisms of the quality of E-town’s 
academic program. To be sure, 
it needs to be seriously ques- 
tioned. Obviously, we have not 
sought to have these criticisms 
published. Given the current at- 
titude of Mr. Hanie, that would 
have been wasted effort. But 
hopefully, sometime in the near 
or distant future, the College will 
begin seeking out constructive 
criticism, not only from us, but 
from many other alumni who 
have questions similar to ours. 
The process which began in the 
Council last year needs to be 
expanded. 

In conclusion, we might sug- 
gest that through empty ’bar- 
rels, fresh air continually flows. 
Here’s to the process of criticism, 
change, and growth. We believe 
in it!

Learn 
Esperanto

Would you believe that Eliza- 
bethtown College belongs in a list 
with the universities of Amster- 
dam, Hamburg, Krakow, Liver- 
pool, Osaka, Taegu, Vienna and 
Zagreb? It does, because these are 
among the universities which al- 
so give instruction officially in 
the international language, 
Esperanto. In fact, Elizabethtown 
College has been a pioneer in the 
field since the 1951-52 College 
catalog' included the three-hour, 
three-credit course now known as 
Esp 101, Esperanto. 

Internationally-m i n d e d stu- 
dents will study an international 
language. However, the course 
has not been popular because 
very few students here were 
internationally-minded in those 
days. One professor and depart- 
ment head some years ago ex- 
plained in words to the effect 
that “our students are home- 
town young men and women 
who are primarily intereseted in 
learning how to make a good 
living for themselves.” 

Do you think the situation has 
changed in recent years? Are 
students at E-town College now 
internationally-minded? Can col- 
lege students anywhere not be 
internationally-m i n d e d in a 
shrinking world with marvels of 
transportation and communica- 
tion? 

Does anyone have time to 
spend learning a language that 
has correspondents in more than 
70 countries; radio broadcasts 
from 30 centers of culture; travel 
folders, books and magazines 
from more than 20 different 
countries; and is still in its 
first 80 years of usefulness? Is 
it true that Esperanto is today 
one of the dozen most important 
languages in the world? Does a 


listing in U. N.’s Index Transla- 
torum among languages present- 
ly active in translations mean 
anything? Do 9,000 titles availa- 
ble in Esperanto make it a liter- 
ary language? 

How many students from Eliz- 
abethtown College do you think 
were among the 920,954 indi- 
viduals In 74 countries who 
signed the Petition in favor of 
Esperanto which was presented 
to the U. N. on Oct. 6, 1966?

Brethren Room 
Given Antique 
Table, Bench 

Zug Memorial Library has re- 
ceived two pieces of antique 
furniture for its Brethren Heri- 
tage Room from Mr. and Mrs. 
William Bucher, Rt. 2, Quarry- 
ville, Anna M. Carper, librarian, 
has announced. 

A plank table and bench, built 
by Bucher’s grandfather, Jacob 
Bucher, in 1840 in Rexmont, 
Lebanon County, are now on 
display. 

The table was first used for 
Love Feast services in the elder 
Bucher’s home in 1844. Holes in 
the planks indicate that the logs 
were floated down the Susque- 
hanna River, according to Wil- 
liam Bucher, who explained that 
holes were drilled into the logs 
and pegs inserted with ropes or 
chains fastened to the pegs to 
hold the raft together. 

Jacob Bucher’s son, George, 
bought the table and bench for 
a total of $1.32 in 1871 and moved 
it bo Mechanic Grove in 1896, 
where it was used for the first 
Love Feast service in the George 
Bucher home on Oct. 2, 1897, the 
donor related. 

Dr. Joseph W. Kettering, chair- 
man of the board of Trustees 
here, is a great grandson of 
Jacob Bucher.

There exists on campus a new 
and quicker method of grading, 
which at the beginning of the 
semester was initiated by Herbert 
M. Custer, head of the Physics 
Department. The new system is 
that of scaling test scores by 
an empirical method done by 
the IBM 1130 computer. 

The scaling method involves 
feeding into the computer each 
card containing the raw score 
obtained on a test by each stu- 
dent. 

The maximum capacity of the 
computer is 133 scores. The 
scores need not be in any 
particular order when fed into 
the machine. 


because the ma- 
i chine automatically sorts the 
' high and low scores and puts 
I them into percentages. For ex- 
ample, the top score is usually 
100 and the average is 75. 

After the cards have been pro- 
cessed, the instructor is able to 
see from the typewritten ma- 
terial whether scaling is possible. 
If the computer indicates that 
the grades from A to F are not 
evenly distributed, the instructor 
specifies by typing a certain 
number on the machine whether 
he wishes to raise or lower the 
curve, thus raising or lowering 
the average grade. The instructor 
can also raise or lower the top 
or bottom grade. 

The 1132 printer prints all the 
scores and percentages so that 
the instructor can decide wheth- 
er he has to make more adjust- 
ments so as to assure even dis- 
tribution.

Alienated Intellectuals in U.S. 


In a recent article in The New 
Republic (Nov. 26, 1966), Hans J. 
Morgenthau spotlights the intel- 
lectual barrenness of the present 
Democratic Administration. He 
concludes that since the Presi-' 
dent seems to “equate dissent 
with disloyalty,” he is left with 
the choice of silencing or cor- 
rupting those intellectuals who 
disagree with his policies. 

Less than a century ago a Re- 
publican president also felt the 
barbs of alienated intellectuals. 
Perhaps Morgenthau’s 19th cen- 
tury counterpart in this respect 
was the dour Henry Adams, 
sometime journalist, professor, 
historian, and gadfly. A major 
upheaval occurred in Henry 
Adams’ life with the election of 
General Ulysses S. Grant as 
president of the United States. 

From the outset, Henry as- 
serted that the bundle of or- 
der and energy which had sub- 
dued Robert E. Lee’s Army of 
Northern Virginia would 
emerge as a political baby after 
a battle with the U. S. Senate. 
In despair he realized that 
Grant was merely a symbol of 
the dissolution of the American 
political process. The progres- 
sion from a Washington to a 
Grant, “a simple organism 
that should have been extinct 
for ages,” demonstrated the 
inaccuracy al Darwin. 

Numerous Adams’ sentiments 
are expressed by Mrs. Made- 
line Lee in Adams’ novel. 
Democracy. Mrs. Lee, a wealthy 
and socially prominent widow, 
fled her stultifying urban envi- 
ronment in order to fathom the 
mystery of American democratic 
power in Washington. There her 
lively salon attracted even the 
powerful Senator Silas P. Rat- 
cliffe. In turn, she was invited to 
a White House reception. 

While there, she dismally re- 
flects on the two automatons 
greeting the guests. The Presi- 
dent is earthy; his wife, a wash-

erwoman. Both mirror the so- 
ciety streaming past them. Mrs. 
Lee forsees the end of civilized 
society, for “we shall grow to be 
wax images, and our talk will be 
like the squeaking of toy dolls.” 
The deficiencies of current 
political life did not strike Mrs. 
Lee until she nearly agreed 
to marry Senator Ratcliffe. 
When she learned that his at- 
titude of practical politics 
would force her to turn moral 
somersaults, she retreated. 
Characteristically, Ratcliffe 
had commented that George 
Washington would have had to 
adapt to be content to sit on his 
veranda in Mount Vernon. Mrs. 
Lee refused to sanction cor- 
ruption as a virtue, in spite of 
Ratcliffe’s warnings of the sui- 
cide involved in ivory-tower 
idealism. 

The rude awakening in Wash- 
ington convinced Mrs. Lee that 
she had unveiled the source of 
democratic power. “She had got 
to the bottom .of this business of 
democratic government, and 
found out that it was nothing 
more than government of any 
other kind.” In a postscript to 
a lawyer friend regarding her de- 
bate with Ratcliffe, she sighs, 
“The bitterest part of all this 
horrid story is that nine out of 
ten of our countrymen would 
say I had made a mistake.” 
Adams was one of America’s 
most pessimistic historians. 
His theory of history postulated 
a downward spiral which led 
him to complete despair. In- 
dustrialization was acceierating 
the whole process of history, 
building up a proii'feration of 
forces destined to destroy the 
institutions of man. Mental 
and physical energy were be- 
ing dissipated in the process. 

The signs in the United States 
were the loss of (It a rational 
approach to public issues, (2) a 
reliance on critically-minded 
statesmen, and (3) an urge for 
continual national self-analysis. 


Such degeneration leaves a Hen- 
ry Adams or a Hans Morganthau 
with no one or nothing to lead.

Esperanto Course

The article py Prof. Simpson 
in the December Alumni Edition, 
extolling the virtues of Esperanto 
prompted me to write this letter. 
In the first place, Elizabethtown 
College offers Esperanto only to 
comply with the instructions of a 
Trust Fund. This fund was left to 
the College with the stipulation 
that a part of the income from 
said bequest be used to teach 
Esperanto. This fact was docu- 
mented in the College Catalog 
some years ago, at least. 

Secondly, Esperanto, to this ob- 
server, is nothing but a hodge- 
podge of European languages 
thrown together into one con- 
fusing, tongue-twisting mass. 
While the study of Esperanto 
may have some appeal to lan- 
guage scholars and assorted 
“Idiot-Intellectuals,” as, for in- 
stance, does ancient Latin and 
Greek, it certainly has doubtful 
appeal and usefulness to the 
average undergraduate. If Esper- 
anto were that important, other 
schools in the area would offer it. 
They do not. 

In addition, Esperanto’s claim 
as a universal language is no 
longer valid. Since World War II, 
a new, truly universal language 
has come on the scene. It is 
spoken and understood in all 
corners of the world. It is called 
the English Language.

In 1962, when Royer was 
opened, honor houses were closed, 
but reopened the following year. 
FTom then on, more and naore 
upperclassmen expressed the de- 
sire to live in these semi-homelike 
nouses during their last two 
years in college. 

Last year there were over 100 
student in honor houses; this 
year, about 90. The decline is 
due, in part, to the closing 
down of third floor Rider and 
Cedar House, and the opening 
of the Schlosser Residence for 
Women. « 

Many reasons have been given 
for wanting to live in an honor 
house. Some are the desire for 
more independence and freedom, 
and the opportunity to get to 
know the women they live with 
better and have a good time to- 
gether. Usually the ties between 
students living together m honor 
houses are stronger than those 
of students rooming on the same 
hall in one of the dormitories. 

Miss Vera R. Hackman, dean of 
women, anticipates reopening 
Cedar House next year. 

The women living in HoUy 
House will graduate on Jan- 
uary 29. 

Miss Hackman said that 
several other colleges are con- 
templating the use of honor 
houses and she frequently has 
requests for information con- 
cerning how to administer 
them. But she also added that 
many colleges now using hon- 
or houses administer them on 
a different basis than Eliza- 
bethtown does. 

All the honor houses are owned 
by the College with the exception 
of Witmer, which is rented. 

The cost of living in an honor 
house is $300. However, it is hoped 
that girls are attracted to the 
honor houses for more reasons 
than the fee which is lower than 
that of the dormitories. 

In conjunction with Sigma 
Lambda Sigma, the women’s 
honor society.

In the victory at Western 
Maryland, Jackson was the big 
gun with 30 points on ten field 
goals and ten 'foul conversions. 
Lentz chipped in with 26 
counters in that one. 

It was a balanced scoring at- 
tack that paved the way to vic- 
tory over Susquehanna in the 
first round of the Highspire 
Lions Tourney. Lentz poured in 
28 tallies, but he had plenty of 
help from Crist (24), Jackson 
(18), Rowe (15), and Grubb (10). 

For Rowe, the 6’9” sophomore 
now in his first varsity season, it 
was the best effort of the year.

Another indication might be 
the President’s close attention to 
favorable public opinion polls. 
The reported quip of the late 
'President Kennedy after the Bay 
of Pigs fiasco seems pertinent 
here. Public opinion polls had 
soared. Turning to an aide, Ken- 
nedy lamented, “Isn’t it too bad 
that the worse w'e do. the more 
our public-opinion standing im- 
proves?’’

, Editor, ETOWNIAN: 

The comments on Esperanto by 
■ T. V. Pro well ’58 in the January 
1967 Alumni Edition are certain- 
ly welcome as one man’s opinion. 
The Faculty Forum article on 
Esperanto was intended to touch 
a nerve or conscience here and 
there. 

■ Mr. Prowell is partly right and 
partly wrong. Esperanto does 
have the same appeal as Latin; 
"and for many years the college 
/catalog did contain this footnote: 
.“In - 1951 Elizabethtown College 
received ' a gift of $15,000 from 
the estate of the late Emma C. E. 
Landes, with the stipulation that 
the income from this bequest be 
used to teach Esperanto.” The 
Will also mentions “Propagation” 
which means informing the stu- 
dents about the language. The 
College seems to have failed 
somewhat in this respect. 

Mrs. Landes seems to have been 
an idealist, a woman with the 
vision and courage of a pioneer, 
r, who wished to leave her money 
where it might do a great deal of 
good. Is that bad? A picture of 
Mrs. Landes might well hang 
alongside one of Dr. Zamenhof 
on the library walls near the' 
section of shelves devoted to 
Esperanto books. 

Mr. Prowell i^ wrong about 
Esperanto in other schools of the 
area. Prof. Rodney Ring is teach 
ing Esperanto at Muhlenberg 
- College in Allentown. The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has 
qualified teacher in the person 
of Prof. Humphrey Tonkin who 
has travelled widely using Es 
peranto. The Pennsylvania State 
Modern Language Association 
welcomes instructors of Esperan 
to to its membership. 

English is widely studied 
throughout the world, but seldom 
learned, not even by cultured 
people who are interested in the 
U.S.A. and its affairs. That is 
why the Reader’s Digest is pub- 
dished in 13 other languages be- 
sides English. Undents in Scan- 
dinavian countries spend 1500 
hours of class-room work study- 
ing English over a period of six 
years, and then can only be said 
to have a basic knowledge of the 
language. There is an easier and 
fairer way to international un- 
derstanding. As one who knows 
both English (my beloved mother 
tongue I and Esperanto, I must 
say that the description, “a 
hodge-podge of European Ian 
guages thrown together into one 
confusing, tongue-twisting mass” 
fits English better than Esper- 
anto. 

If Mr. Prowell had studied Es- 
peranto at E. C. under Dr. Neu- 
mann I would be at a loss to 
explain his attitude. Once a stu- 
dent is introduced to the lan- 
guage, the interest is maintained. 
In fact one student, a junior, who 
had finished the Es 101 Esperan- 
to course wrote an unsolicited 
letter stating in part, “I want to 
thank you so much for intro- 
ducing Esperanto to me. I may 
honestly say that it was the first 
course I ever had that I thor- 
oughly enjoyed.” 

Much more could be said. In 
the present climate of accept- 
ance I recommend the study of 
Esperanto to idealists and those 
with a pioneering spirit. I recom- 
mend that others investigate the 
subject. 

As a sample of Esperanto, I 
offer the Elizabethtown College 
Alma Mater in this Esperanto

Campus Issues I 

Improvement of freshman or- 
ientation procedures, creation of 
additional student lounges, and 
effective channeling of student 
reactions to the academic pro- 
gram are the principal matters 
now under discussion by the 
members of the Campus Council. 

The Council, which meets 
monthly for frank discussion of 
pertinent campus issues, is made 
up of the Student Senate, the 
chairman of the Comrnittees on 
Men’s and Women’s Affairs, four 
faculty representatives, and the 
Administrative Committee. 

Student concerns funneled 
through the Council have re- 
sulted in expanded operating 
schedules in the library and 
the Baugher Student Center. 
Meeting recently, the Council 
heard a report on student reac- 
tion to the effectiveness of the 
freshman orientation program. 
The survey report, which sup- 
ports earlier statements by mem- 
bers of the Student Senate in 
Council sessions, indicates that 
orientation practices are not 
achieving the desired results, in- 
cluding the building of class 
spirit. The report, prepared by 
Sen. Dave Jarvie, will be turned 
over to the committee planning 
th,e orientation program for this 
fall. 

Administrative action is ex- 
pected shortly in response to a 
request by students for more in- 
formal lounge areas in the Stu- 
dent Center. Space for use as 
lounges became available with 
the transfer of classes from the 
Center to Esbenshade Hall. 

The validity of the grading 
system and methods for meas- 
uring the effectiveness of the 
teaching staff were given ex- 
tended discussion at a recent 
session of Council. 

The agenda for each meeting 
of Council is prepared by Presi- 
dent Mays and Richard Suter, 
president of the Student Asso- 
ciation.

A 43-point effort by Lentz at 
Susquehanna a few nights 
earlier tied a team record set 
back in the 1946-47 season by 
Frank Keath in a game against 
Bridgewater College. 

With four games remaining in 
the season Lentz had piled up. 
449 counters and owned 1,413 
career tallies. That put him in 
third place among the Elizabeth- 
town superstars of\the past, five 
ahead of Sal Paone, a 1957 grad, 
and 75 behind Dan Reitmeyer, 
a 1965 grad. Keath’s grand total 
of 1,872 is out of reach. 

Reitmeyer, incidentally, 
notched 42 points in a victory 
over Lincoln on Feb. 24, 1964. Guy 
Buch, a 1945 grad, was the first 
to hit that plateau when he 
racked up 42 points against Sus- 
quehanna in the 1944-45 cam- 
paign. 

During the Elizabethto-wn vic- 
tory skein this year Lentz scored 
21 against Lebanon Valley, 25 
at Dickinson, 16 against Balti- 
more, and 31 against Juniata. 
The averages for the first 18 
contests showed Lentz with a 
25-point norm. Jackson, playing 
in 17 games, had a total of 290 
counters for a 17-point average. 
Bryan Crist had 206 points and 
an 11.4 average.

heredity imperfection, or for rea- 
sons yet unknown. 

No other handicap can claim 
so many victims. Three percent 
of the United States population is 
so affected. Four million 
American families face the prob- 
lem; and the figures keep in- 
creasing at an astounding rate. 

However, millions of the re- 
tarded can become at least 
partly self sufficient, able to 
do simple, repetitive work in 
industry, on farms and in the 
homes, and in special work- 
shops. With help, they can 
meet the social demands of 
rural and urban life. All but a 
fifth of them can become con- 
tributing members of society, 
enjoying feelings of belonging, 
achievement and security plus 
a life of their own. 

This brings us to the training 
processes of these children, 
which does not mean attempting 
to force academic knowledge in- 
to them. It means teaching them 
good social habits, clear speech, 
and recognition of everyday 
minor concepts of the life out- 
side. Many if left idle and with- 
out guidance, are likely to end up 
in institutions, on relief, or even 
in prison.

A BRIEF LOOK AT PRACTICALITY 


The addition of new adminis- 
trative duties and the realign- 
ment of individual assignments 
within the Department of Pub- 
lic Relations and Development 
at the College were announced 
recently by Pres. Morley J. 
Mays. 

D. Kenneth Hollinger, a mem- 
ber of the Development Staff, will 
assume the title of Director of 
Church Relations and be re- 
sponsible for coordinating the 
total program of College con- 
tacts with the Church of the 
Brethren in the Eastern and 
Southern Districts of Pennsylva- 
nia. The church relations opera- 
tion is newly assigned to the Pub- 
lic Relations Department, hav- 
ing previously been the respon- 
sibility of Rev. Roy A. Johnson, 
College minister. 

Robert S. Young has been 
named Director of Special Gifts 
for the College. A member of the 
Development Staff since 1953, he 
will work with the Director of De- 
velopment in coordinating the 
various aspects of the College’s 
fund-raising program, including 
contacts with industries and indi- 
viduals for both immediate and 
deferred support. 

Glenn E. Irwin, a member of 
the Development Staff since 1963, 
will assume the title of Director 
of Bequests and Estate Planning. 
He will be responsible for admin- 
istering the College’s efforts to 
encourage deferred gifts for en- 
dowment and other purposes 
through various forms of estate 
planning by alumni, churchmen, 
and others interested m the in- 
stitution. 

The College’s Development 
Program is administered as a 
part of the Department of Pub- 
lic Relations and Development, 
which is headed by James L. M. 
Yeingst. 


President Morley J. Mays has 
I announced the appointment of 
Robert V. Hanle as director of 
placement services. 

Hanle, who also serves as di- 
rector of alumni relations, suc- 
ceeds Royal E. Snavely, who had 
also been serving as Dean of Men 
and has assumed that post on a 
full-time basis. The changeover 
took place Feb. 1. 

The director of placement serv- 
ices is primarily responsible for 
assisting students in their con- 
tacts with potential employers. 

The two men have also 
changed the locations of their 
offices. Snavely’s office is now 
on the second floor of Alpha 
Hall. Hanle is located in Snavely’s 
former office in Alpha Annex. 

Hanle joined the staff here 
in 1962. He holds the bachelor’s 
degree from Elizabethtown and 
is engaged in graduate work at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

Snavely holds the bachelor’s 
degree from Bridgewater College 
and the master’s degree from 
Ohio State University. He joined 
the staff here in August, 1965. 


Computer science, data pro- 
cessing', and automation are 
three terms that are being 
tossed around rather freely 
nowadays, and they haven’t 
been restricted to discussions on 
business' and industry, govern- 
ment payrolls, or the space 
race. 

People in the field of education 
were not among the first, as is 
often the case, to embrace the 
“thinking” machine as a desirable 
and/or practical part of their op- 
erations, but the embracement 
has been and is taking place. 

Many colleges and universities, 
especially the large ones, began 
using advanced data processing 
equipment about ten years ago. 

Elizabethtown College leased 
its first equipment — accounting 
machine, sorter, reproducer, and 
key punch — m 1964 and now 
has a department which includes 
three full-time personnel, some 
consultants and more equipment, 
including a three-unit IBM 1130 
computer system. 

The data processing department 
here also has a newly renovated 
home covering about one-fourth 
of the ground floor of Alpha Hall, 
the main administrative center 
on campus. 

At Elizabethtown, cis at many 
otheir institutions of higher 
learning, the department has a 
dual purpose: to process data 
in the daily operation of the 
College and to provide a lab- 
oratory for course offerings in 
the field of computer science. 

It is at this point that the small 
college must answer an impor- 
tant question. Equipment leasing 
costs are high — more than $1,000 
monthly for the 1130 system — 
and extensive study and planning 
are required before work to be 
done by machinery can be trans- 
lated into a form with which the 
machinery will operate effective- 
ly. Does the work accomplished

and educational facility offered 
justify its cost? 

Gary E. Kraybill, manager of 
the data processing department 
since September, 1965, and the 
man responsible for the total 
schedule of its physical proper- 
ties, thinks it does. 

"We've come a long way and 
are now producing results that 
can be measured effectively," 
he said. "Electronic data pro- 
cessing equipment was new to 
this College when the first 
equipment was brought here, 
and the new operation involved 
extensive procedural changes. 

This lakes lime. and. unfor- 
tunately, involves some trial 
and error problems," he added. 

Kraybill cited seven major pro- 
jects that are virtually completed 
and in operation. 

The latest of these is a grade 
report program used at the end 
of the first semester in late Jan- 
uary. Some 1,494 grade reports 
involving 7,442 individual grades 
were compiled, calculated for 
semester and cumulative quality 
point ratios, and. printed on forms 
to be sent to individual students. 

The project took 19 hours.

to beating Dave Johnson in the 
finals.” 

“Some of our other boys were 
impressive also, but those over- 
time losses really hurt.” 

The Blue Jays ripped 
through 13 dual meets with 11 
victories, a loss, and a tie 
while outscoring the opposition 
337-85 this year. 

Captain Elliott, a 145-pounder, 
and Brinser, a 152-pounder, com- 
piled the best records this season 
with 12-1 logs each. Elliott ac- 
cumulated 42 points on three falls 
and nihe decisions; Brinser had 
40 points with two falls and ten 
decisions. 

Taylor, who wrestled in the 
130- and 147-pound slots, was the 
top scorer with 45 points on five 
falls, six decisions, and a draw 
in 13 bouts. Kurtz was right be- 
hind him with 43 points on six 
falls, three decisions, and two 
draws in as many bouts at 127 
pounds. 

Spinner racked up 37 points 
with an 11-2 record at 167 
pounds; Fitz scored 30 with an 
8-2-1 mark at 160; Fry to- 
taled 27 with a 9-4 log at 177; 
and Wanner compiled 29 points 
with a 7-2-1 record in the 
heavyweight division. 

Or wan scored 11 points with a 
3-1 log at 137 and 145. 'Wilson, 
the man he replaces, registered 
four wins (all falls) and four 
losses for 20 points at 137 before 
being injured. 


The projects are carried out 
with seven different pieces of 
data processing equipment. The 
1130 computer system includes a 
card reader, a central processing 
unit, and a printer. In addition 
to that and the accounting ma- 
chine, reproducer, and key punch, 
the College also now leases a col- 
lator, a sorter, an interpreter, and 
two more key punch machines. 

All of these are used for ed- 
ucational purposes in computer 
science courses now offered by 
the Buisiness Department. At 
present three courses are be- 
ing given: Data Processing, Ba- 
sic Computer Concepts, and 
Fortran Programming. 

According to Edgar T. Bitting, 
chairman of the Business Depart- 
ment, the data processing and 
concepts course will be combined 
into one next year and addi- 
ditional courses will be offered. 

Harold Rineer, who joined the 
staff here last fall after three and 
one-half years as instructor and 
systems engineer for IBM Corp., 
conducts the computer science 
course sections. 

"As the use of computers be- 
comes more universal, there 
'will be a need to expand even 
more as we grow and as the 
field of education recognizes 
computer science programs as a 
legitimate part of the curric- 
ulum," Bitting ' said. "We'll be 
offering service courses, which 
emphasize the practical aspects, 
as well as courses in theory." 
“My experience has been that 
anyone who takes a course or 
gains • some formal experience in 
electronic data processing ac- 
quires an appreciation for it,” 
Kraybill said in answer to a re- 
mark that there remain many 
critics of the computer. 


Alumni Office 
Lists Statistics 

Prom a recent study by the 
office of alumni relations, Rob- 
ert 'V. Hanle, director, has re- 
leased current statistics on 
alumni who are ordained min- 
isters in the eastern and south- 
ern districts of the Church of 
the Brethren. 

Of the 284 ordained ministers 
in both districts, 25’,; of them 
are graduates or former students 
of Elizabethtown College. 

Almost 37 '/f of the churches 
having full-time or part-time 
pastors are currently toeing 
served by alumni in the south- 
ern district. Of the 28 pastorates 
being served in the eastern dis- 
trict, 35% of them are filled by 
alumni. 

Five graduates are currently 
enrolled at the Bethany Theo- 
logical Seminary in Oakbrook, 111.

Barr, who came in fourth in the 
200-yd. breaststroke race. 

Dickinson was the top team 
among 11 College Division con- 
tenders with 129 points. F&M tal- 
lied 56 Vz points, and PMC had 41. 

The Jays completed their 
dual meet season with a 4-6 
record, which represents the 
most {successful effort since 
the sport was inaugurated here 
three years ago. 

Glngerlch, a freshman from 
York, piled up 14 first-place 
medals and eight seconds in six 
different individual events. He 
racked up four victories in the 
200-yd. freestyle and three each 
in the 50-yd. freestyle, 200-yd. 
butterfly, and 100-yd. freestyle 
races. He also won the only 200- 
yd. individual medley race in 
which he was entered. 

In the process Gingerich set 
team records in the 200 freestyle 
with a 2:03.5 finish,, 200 butter- 
fly with a 2:29.3 finish, and 200 
backstroke with a 2:35 place fin- 
ish. He was also a member of the 
quartets that broke team rec- 
ords in the 400-yd. medley relay 
and 400-yd. freestyle relay races. 

Metzger, a junior from Eliza- 
bethtown, accumulated 11 first 
place medals, seven seconds, 
and three thirds in six indi- 
'vidual events. His best show- 
ings were in the 20()-yd. in- 
dividual medley, where he 
picked up five ■victories and two 
seconds, and the 100-yd. free- 
style, where he took tferec firsts 
and three seconds. 

Metzger broke team records in 
the individual medley with a 
2:17.5 finish and the 500-yd. 
freestyle with a 5:59.5 finish. He 
was also a member of the rec- 
ord-setting relay teams. 

Allen, Reading sophomore, won 
blue ribbons eight times in div- 
ing competition. He took a sec- 
ond place twice.

He estimated that it took about 
150 hours to define the problem, 
analyze it, code it into machine 
language, and test it with repre- 
sentative and previous data. Since 
the same program will be used 
for future grade reports, that 
time expenditure is a nonrecur- 
ring item. 

Another major project is a 
freshman scheduling system, 
which Kraybill claims to be the 
first for the 1130 computer. “The 
concept of this system has been 
requested by other colleges and 
universities planning to use the 
1130,” he said. 

This program is possible be- 
cause there is an arbitrary sec- 
tioning assignment made for each 
freshman in all courses. 

"Of significance here," Kray- 
bill noted, "is that it took oux 
computer six hours to do a job 
on which someone from the 
registrar's office would norm- 
ally have to spend a large part 
of the summer." 

Other important jobs now being 
done in the department include 
the student, faculty, and staff 
payroll system, which involves 
calculating deductions and print- 
ing checks; the student billing 
system; and an automated perma- 
nent record system, which in- 
volves calculating and printing on 
a mineaturized label transcript 
information on each student each 
semester. 

The department also handles 
preparations for pre-registration 
and regiitration each semester by

Dr. Morley J. Mays cited the 
future and the challenges it 
holds for Elizabethtown Col- 
lege during his inauguration as 
the tenth President of the Col- 
lege Saturday. 

More than a thousand per- 
sons witnessed the inaugural 
ceremonies in the auditorium of 
Elizabethtown Area High 
School. Included were delegates 
of approximately 150 univer- 
sities, colleges, and learned so- 
cieties and organizations. 

Dr. Horace E. Raffensperger, 
secretary of the College’s Board 
of Trustees, delivered the charge 
to the new president. Dr. Galen C. 
Kilhefne'r, a member of the 
Board, presided during the -cere- 
monies, which included a formal 
academic procession by visiting 
delegates, members of the Col- 
lege faculty, and representatives 
of the student body, alumni, and 
Church of the Brethren, with 
which the College is affiliated. 

Dr. Ewald B. Nyquist, deputy 
commissioner ofi education for 
New York State, was the speaker. 
His address was entitled “Multum 
in Parvo,” meaning much in lit- 
tle. 

In his address Dr. Nyquist 
spoke of a college's need for 
institutional integirity. "It must 
recognize increasing seculariza- 
tion in society, yet reject ideas 
of theological morticians who 
claim that God is dead." 

He challenged the faculties to 
guide students to judgment, yet 
to let the students make their 
own decisions. Small colleges, he 
said offer more of the tete-a-tete 
between faculty and students. 

“To change is to progress,” the 
New York commissioner stated. 
“There is a need for courage for 
revision. A college has a corpor- 
ate life; There is a need for 
change combined with a need for 
tradition.” 

He commented that the new 
president of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege had developed “long-range 
planning to achieve EPIC pro- 
portions.” 

Of Elizabethtown College, Dr. 
Nyquist said, "Its future is 
bright by any standard. It has 
aspirations, ideals, values and 
a willingness to accept change 
and continued growth." 

He concluded with some advice 
to the college: “Stay small and 
think big.” 

During the investiture of the 
President, Doctor Raffensperger 
said Doctor Mays was chosen for 
the position because the trustees 
believe he has outstanding qual- 
ities as an academician, and edu- 
cator, a churchman, and a lead- 
er. 

Doctor Raffensperger stated: 

'"We believe that his training, 
his wide expairience, his per- 
sonality, and his educational 
philosophy will serve Eliza- 
bethtown College well." 

In his response. President 
Mays referred to the record of 
growth of the College in recent 
years. He continued: 

"We look to the future now- as a 
period for the consolidation of 
our strength in a fresh under- 
standing of our purposes, in re- 
vitalizing our program, and in 
the imaginative discovery of ad- 
ditional resources. 

"I invite all segments of our 
constituency to join in mov- 
ing this College forward. We 
face gigantic problems, but I 
am sure we have the will and

pressure of scientifie inquiry 
and professional technical ap- 
plications. 

Hence it is that education has 
moved to stage center in public 
attention and public policy. For 
those of Us who are professional- 
ly engaged in education all of 
this can be frightening. 

Somehow there lurks in us at 
least a little bit of suspicion that 
perhaps education does not real- 
ly have the answers and that 
some day serious disillusionment 
with us will follow. But for the 
present we are the objects of 
high expectations which we have 
never known 'before. 

It is in this kind of context 
t h. a t Elizabethtown College 
must find its place. We are part 
of the community of higher ed- 
ucation and, although we want 
to have our unique character- 
ists, we nevertheless share 
the responsibility that is upon 
all higher education. At least 
two things must be done if we 
are to merit the continuing 
confidence of the society which 
grants us certain concessions so 
that we may continue. 

In the first place, we must plan 
for the future. Neither an insti- 
tution nor a person can drift into 
success. We must know our goals 
and then we must seek the re- 


sources, human and physical, 
with which to reach those ob- 
jectives. In knowing our goals, 
we must not only be prepared to 
state them and defend them; we 
must be sure that they are goals 
which are realistic and can in- 
fluence the work which we do 
from day to day. They must be 
sufficiently realistic so that we 
do not become disheartened, but 
they must also be sufficientljr 
idealistic to make us stretch to 
reach them. 

The second thing we must do 
is reaffirm our most basic com- 
mitments. Our present intention 
is to continue to be a liberal arts 
college with religious orientation. 
There are values in both the 
humanistic tradition and the 
Christian tradition which we be- 
lieve can fruitfully complement 
each other. These values need to 
be refreshed in our thinking from 
time to time, and they need to be 
restated and re-emphasized and 
new implications found in them. 
Otherwise our purpose becomes 
stale and our efforts tiresome. 

Elizabethtown College is at the 
point of a great period of further 
growth and deveiopment. Much 
will be demanded of us; much 
will result from the best we have 
to give. 


Never before in history has ed- 
ucation been as important as it 
is now. There is hardly a public 
issue of any consequence or a 
personal concern of any value 
which does not in some way 
imply the services of an educated 
person. 

The highest levels of govern- 
ment leadership are more and 
more in the hands of highly ed- 
ucated people, some of whom in- 
deed have been professional ed- 
ucators. Whether our problem is 
poverty or disease, peace or pros- 
perity, the public has confidence 
that education will provide the 
answers. The answers may not be 
at hand now, but given time 
there is every expectation that 
the answers will come. 

International policy likewise is 
dependent upon a cadre of ed- 
ucated persons in each country. 
At the present time the inter- 
national competition is probabiy 
more in tenns of science than 
anything else. 

And of course, personal 
welfare is largely dependent 
upon the benefits of education. 
There is almost no physical 
disability for which we do not 
have some remedy or the con- 
fidence that the remedy mil be 
forthcoming soon. Even mental 
disorder is yielding under the

Six students front the Col- 
lege will participate in Euro- 
pean workcamps this summer. 

Under arrangements made by 
the Rev. Roy A. Johnson, college 
minister, and J. .Kenneth Kreid- 
er, assistant professor of history 
and director of numerous tours 
through Europe, the group will 
spend one month on service pro- 
jects before being joined by four 
other Elizabethtown students for 
a three-week tour under the di- 
rection of Kreider. 

Students to participate in the 
workcamps include Jane Bing- 
man, junior from Richfield; Ron- 
ald Boose, sophomore from Erie; 
John Habecker, senior from Lan- 
caster; Linda Light, junior from 
Palmyra; Sylvia Myer, junior 
from Elizabethtown; and Lois 
Zimmerman, junior from Roaring 
Spring. 

They will be engaged in pro- 
jects at churches, homes for 
children, and other religious 
and service institutions.

College Gets $80,250 
For Teaching Program 


Elizabethtown College has received a grant of $80,250 from 
the federal government under the Higher Education Act of 
1965, President Morley J. Mays announced recently. 


The funds will be used to im- 
prove the teaching program of 
the college by making possible 
the appointment of four visiting 
scholars and three national 
teaching fellows for the 1967-68 
academic term. 

The visiting scholars, to be ap- 
pointed through a cooperative 
arrangement with the Pennsyl- 
vania State University, will teach, 
conduct seminars for faculty and 
students, and evaluate the cur- 
riculum and teaching program. 

One will be appointed to each 
of three departments — Business, 
Foreign Languages, and Mathe- 
matics — for the full academic 
term. Another will be brought 
into the Music Department for

expected to assist the college in 
its Project EPIC (Elizabethtown 
Plots Its Course!. 

The three national teaching 
fellows will replace Elizabeth- 
town faculty members who are 
taking leaves of absence to pur- 
sue advanced degrees or who 
need released time to develop 
new programs within their de- 
partments. 

J^’ellows will be appointed to 
the Music, Political Science, and 
Psychology departments for the 
1967-68 term. 

Earlier this term the college 
received $25,000 under the Higher 
Education Act for the purchase 
of equipment and materials used 
in the instructional program.

FACULTY FORUM 


Facts and Falsehoods about Learning Languages

Right now, and with some just- 
ification, there is a very great 
emphasis in many countries on 
the teaching and learning of 
languages. New methods are 
tried, some with varying degrees 
of success; others are purely ex- 
perimental with no linguistics 
bases for having been tried. 

Many kinds of electronics 
hardware have been furnished 
the teacher, some usable, much a 
hindrance rather than help. To- 
day the foreign languages teach- 
er finds himself catered to as 
never before, especially by cer- 
tain manufacturers whose major 
interest is to unload expensive 
equipment onto a school. 

But it is not the manufac- 
turer of machines, nor the 
much-soiight-after-n a t i v e- 
born-teachers, nor administra- 
tors who know what an Ameri- 
can student needs in order to 
learn a second language. 

The student himself who has 
known success in other disci- 
plines must wonder sometimes 
why he stumbles in foreign lan- 
guages. Who does know? Only 
the American teacher with an 
American heritage who has 
learned his second language in 
the manner his students are 
learning it can possibly know 
what obstacles his students face. 

This last statement is narrow. 
But there cotnes a time when one 
must speak in straightforward 
terms. Fralikly, so much of what 
one hears about language teach- 
ing in professional languages cir- 
cles is so unrelated to the reali- 
ties of the classroom as to cause 
one to question his own ex- 
perience and judgment. 

So, in the name of truth as 
I see it, I happily run the risk 
of appearing an upstart in the 
eyes of my more experienced 
peers. 

Herewith are a few myths sore- 
ly in need of embalming; 

1. "Only the bright (I. Q. 
scores) should be allowed to take 
languages.’’ One wonders what 
the inmates of asylums and chil- 
dren in special education classes 
in France use for language when 
they need to communicate with- 
in their groups. 

2. “Americans by their nature 
(whatever that is supposed to 
mean) are not able to learn 
other languages.’’ Since speech 
is produced through that mira- 
culous cooperation of a human 
mind with several organs in a 
human body, it really does not 
make any difference if the body 
is Japanese, South African or 
even American. Every human, 
except in cases of physical de- 
formity and/or mental deficien- 
cy, is equipped to reproduce 
every other human sound, not to

mention animal and inhuman 
screechings. In color, shape, and 
mores, to name a few charac- 
teristics, we humans differ con- 
siderably, but we are remarkably 
similar anatomically inside. 

3. “The only way to learn a 
foreign language is to live in the 
country where it is spoken.” As 
did thousands of men before and 
after me — I spent two years in 
France, and upon my return to 
these United States I could re- 
peat probably six fragments of 
sentences, none of which I would 
repeat in polite company today. 
It is almost a necessity to know 
something about a language be- 
fore one goes to a foreign coun- 
try if one expects to learn that 
language. One can perfect a 
language with a great deal more 
success in a foreign land than 
one can begin one there. 

4. “If one has not begun the 
language before he is ten years 
old (the age varies from expert 
to expert) it is impossible to 
master a second language.” To- 
day I hold an M/A in French 
from what is considered by many 
foreign languages teachers 
among the best foreign lan- 
guages schools in the Americas. 
If I seem proud, it is because I 
am. However, my very first 
French lesson took place just 
after my twenty-seventh birth- 
day. I am to begin German 
studies soon, and have no doubt 
I shall master them and at an 
age, regretfully, beyond ten* 

Much more could be said 
negatively. Enough has been 
said to demonstrate my point: 
Languages can be learned by 
Americans in America. Those 
trips abroad have a much 
greater value than mere lan- 
guage learning. 

The single most important re- 
quirement for learning a lan- 
guage is the same required for 
mastery of other disciplines — 
the desire to do so. In equipment 
one needs to have good hearing. 


languages 

not exceptional, just good. 

According to surveys made by 
the University of Ohio, inability 
to distinguish differences in 
sound is the chief cause for fail- 
ure in modern languages classes. 
One must be able to hear what 
he is to mimic. I have used the 
terms “practice” and “mimic.” 
Repetition is the key to language 
learning, not brilliance nor spe- 
cial body features. 

What about intelligence? At 
the risk of disillusioning some 
o'f my French teacher col- 
leagues I dare say that not only 
does it NOT require great in- 
telligence, there is the possibil- 
ity that the very intelligent 
become bored with the mono- 
tony of repetition of the basic 
patterns of a language. 

I speak here of the mastery of 
the basic spoken language. To 
enjoy the psychology of a play, 
for example, explained in a for- 
eign language does require more 
than parroting talents. 

One of the great inhibitors for 
many Americans beyond seven 
or eight years old is that they 
find it hard to believe that those 
strange sounds can produce 
meaning, and certainly they can- 
not imagine themselves making 
jackasses out of themselves by 
repeating such nonsense. 

In reality, the student who 
“ain’t got no shame” who 
could not care less what others 
in class think of his perfor- 
mance is the first to succeed in 
mastering the sounds and pat- 
terns needed for communica- 
tion. 

Briefly then, average intelli- 
gence, above average intelligence 
for more rapid progress, good 
hearing, a genuine desire to 
speak, some good texts, seme re- 
cordings and tapes, a laboratory 
if possible, and willingness to 
practice, these are the tools 
needed. With . these a student 
will learn in spite of any obsta- 
cles, including poor instruction 
in the class room. 


Alumni Annual Report Rehashed

BD. NOTE — The following statement 
is token from the Annual Report of the 
director of alumni relations to the Alumni 
Council on April IS, 1967. 

It has been disappointing to 
me to observe a lack of genuine 
interest on the part of this body 
in the genei-al improvement of 
alumni support to Elizabethtown 
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College. It is simple to say that 
“the objectives of each Appeal 
shall be determined by the De- 
velopment Office in consultation 
with the Alumni Council.” 

But the burden of responsibility 
is then placed upon the College 
and not the alumni in the de- 
velopment of a meaningful giv- 
ing program to the College. In 
this respect I believe the respon- 
sibility is grossly misplaced and 
you are being deprived of the op- 
portunity to be of i-eal “service” 
to your Alma Mater. 

We cannot measure econom- 
ically the value of intelligence 
and an education just as we 
cannot begin to value the im- 
portance of life and health 
Nevertheless, we invest monies 
in the church and in the main- 
tenance of our body in appre- 
ciation for these qualities. 

This is not a plea for money, 
but it is an urge for our inv'olve- 
ment in developing a dimension 
in our alumni for the values of 
higher education. We as college 
graduates have as much of an 


obligation to the college of our 
choice as we do to our health and 
the church of our choice. 

I believe that better giving can 
be achieved through our Alumni 
Association. Enthusiasm emerges 
when alumni themselves set the 
objectives and the goals for the 
Annual Alumni Appeal and when 
they see to it themselves that 
they are reached. ; 

If the Alumni Association at 
large possesses a genuine in- 
terest in the financial support . 
of their Alma Mater, then it 
should be this organization that 
should lay the foundation and 
be a real source of inspiration I 
for alumni giving. i

They Were Educated for Service 

The four people honored by the Alumni Association dur- 
ing its annual dinner on May Day-Alumni Day have ful- 
filled ably their part in the College’s goal to “Educate for 
Service.” 

Dr. Pauline G. Hamilton, given the Humanity Award 
in absentia for her two decades of work with the people, 
especially youth, of China and Taiwan, graduated here in 
1939. Serving "a far-ridden procession of humanity," she 
fled ahead of invading forces in 1950 to fake missionary 
children in China to safety then returned to live for a 
year in a compound occupied by Communist forces. 

She was one of the last to leave the Mainland for Hong 
Kong and then continued her work there among the refugees 
from Communist China. In 1956, while working in Taiwan 
with boys with behavorial problems, she was invited by the 
government to be a counselor for juvenile offenders in a new 
rehabilitation center. 

Dr. Ernest W. Lefever, a 1942 graduate, was given the 
Professional Achievement Award for his accomplishments 
in researching problems of national and international im- 
portance. He is a senior staff member of the Foreign 
Policy Studies Division of the Brookings Institute and is 
now engaged in studying problems of stale-building in 
tropical Africa. 

Widely traveled in Asia, Africa, and Europe, he served for 
six years as the Washington consultant for the Council on 
Religion and international Affairs. In 1964 he lectured at the 
Salsburg Seminar in American Studies and in 1965 at the 
National Defense College of Japan. 

He is a consultant to chui’ch and government groups and 
the author of five books on such subjects as ethics, foreign 
policy, American responsibility, and arms control. 

Paul M. Grubb Sr. received the Elizabethtown College 
Award for his service to this institution, especially in the 
area of physical expansion. Chairman of the trustee com- 
mittee on buildings and grounds, he has guided the de- 
liberations and aided in the decisions that have resulted in 
many new facilities. 

His citation stated, “Faced with the ever recurrent prob- 
lem of finances for each new construction project, he brings 
to bear up>on each undertaking his knowledge and experience 
in business and banking. There is also an added dimension — 
a sharp, clear vision of future needs.” He is a member of the 
Class of 1924. 

Suzanne Kurtz, a senior English major here, was rec- 
ognized with the Alumni -Student Award for "outstanding 
college citizenship." She has been very active in student 
affairs and has been cited frequently on the Dean's List 
of Honor. 

She is a candidate for the Bachelor’s Degree with hon- 
ors at this year’s spring commencement.

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Mays Reports on Christian Witness, 
Faculty Constitution to Trustees 


The Board of Trustees of Elizabethtown College devoted a major portion of thei^ 
spring- meeting- April 29 to the question of how to make a more creative and incisive Chris- 
tian witness on the campus. 

President Morley J. Maya 
prompted the discussion through 
his intirim report to the Board, 
in which he said the College 
must explore the implications of 
Christian higher education in the 
latter third of the twentieth 
century. 

He said: 

“The moment our (Christian) 
commitment begins to lose rele- 
vance to our educational task 
and to the needs and dynamics of 
student life, at that moment the 
Christian commitment will be- 
come an empty proposition and 
a perfunctory exercise. 

"I have a growing feeling 
that the Christian colleges of 
America, possibly through de. 
fault, have not been sufficient- 
ly creative to find newer and 
more meaningful ways to 
make the Christian witness in- 
fluential in the lives of their 
students. 

“Perhaps Elizabethtown Col- 
lege can be the one to search out 
creative ways to make the 
Christian witness more and more 
vital in its total educational en- 
terprise.” 

President Mays also present- 
ed a proposed "Faculty Consti- 
tution" drafted by a faculty 
committee. The paper suggest- 
ed a faculty organization with 
responsibilities in initiating 
policies dealing with the Col- 
lege's academic program. The 
trustees approved a one-year 
acceptance of the plan after 
which it will be reviewed by 
all concerned. 

Under the plan, the Elizabeth- 
town College faculty would be 
organized into three divisions of 
departmental groupings. In ad- 
dition, there would be three 
councils, each responsible for a 
designated portion of the Col- 
lege’s academic program. 

An Academic Council would 
suggest policies relating to ad- 
missions standards, the campus 
library, and other aspects of the 
academic program. 

A Personnel Council would be 
concerned . with professional 
standards, faculty promotions, 
and the general status of the 
faculty, individually and collec- 
ively. 

A Campus Council, including 
representatives of the faculty, 
administration, and students, 
would direct its attention to 
matters affecting the genereil 
tone of life on campus, includ- 
ing cultural program, athletics, 
and special events. 

Dr. I. -Wayne Keller, Lancaster, 
director of the College’s Project 
EPIC (Elizabethtown Plots Its 
Course) program, presented an 
interim report on the first phase 
of the program.

Strife In Nigeria 
Forces Withdrawal 
Of TWAP Teachers 


Internal strife in Nigeria haa 
caused Dr. James M. Berkebile, 
director of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege’s Teachers for West Africa 
program, to withdraw several 
American teachers from the 
Eastern Region of the country, 
which has declared its indepen- 
dence from the central govern- 
ment. 

In addition, five other Ameri- 
cans involved in the TWAP 
project are expected to be with- 
drawn from the troubled border 
area dividing Nigeria and Biafra, 
the name adopted by the seces- 
sionist region. 

Doctor Berkebile said there are 
27 teachers still in the country, 
which is undergoing a period 
of fierce tribal conflict. He re- 
turned to the campus in mid- 
Jime after a five-week inspec- 
tion visit in behalf of TWAP to 
Nigeria and Ghana. The latter 
country, he said, is making great 
forward strides. 

The TWAP project is admini- 
stered by the College under a 
grant from the Hershey Choco- 
late Corporation.

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Political Science Dept., 
Major Established Here 


The Rev. Hermann W. Kaeb- 
nick, bishop of the Eastern Area 
of the Evangelical United 
Brethren Church, will address 
some 57 graduates during th& 
College’s annual summer com- 
mencement exercises to be held 
Friday, August 25. 

Tlie ceremony will be held at 
8 p.m. in. the Elizabethtown 
Church of the Brethren, ad- 
jacent to the campus. 

Pres. Morley J. Mays will con- 
fer all degrees. Candidates for 
degrees will be presented by Dr. 
Wayne L. Miller, dean. 

Bishop Kaebnick will deliver 
his address on the topic, “Are 
You Fit for Freedom?” 

A graduate of Warren Conser- 
vatory of Music (B.M., 1922), 
Central University (A.B., 1923), 
United Theological Seminary 
(B.D., 1930) and Gettysburg 
Theological Seminary (S.T.M., 
1938), Bishop Kaebnick con- 
tinued his study at Yale Univer- 
sity and the University of Pitts- 
burgh and is the recipient of 
honorary doctor’s degrees from 
Central University, Albright Col- 
lege, Lycoming College, and Leb- 
anon Valley College. 

He held pastorates in Forest 
Hills, N. Y., and Freedom, Al- 
toona,, and Somerset, Pa., and 
was elected superintendent of 
the EUB Pittsburgh Conference 
in 1939. 

Eleven years later he was 
elected General Church Trea- 
surer, and four years after that, 
in 1954, he was named Execu- 
tive Secretary of the General 
Council of Administration. 

In 1938 the Rev. Dr. Kaeb- 
nick was elected Bishop and 
assigned to the Eastern Epis- 
copal Area and has since been, 
re-elected and re-assigned to 
the same area twice. 

Among the many offices he 
holds with the Evangelical Uni- 
ted Brethren Church and ecu- 
menical bodies are the presi- 
dency of the Board of Publica- 
tion and chairmanship of the 
denomination’s Budget and P^l- 
nance Committee.

A new program of study leading to a Bachelor of Arts 
degree with a major in political science will be offered to stu- 
dents here this fall. 

'nie new Department of Poli- 
tical Science will be headed by 
Dr. Elizabeth M. Garber, who de- 
signed the four-year curriculum 
leading to the political science 
major. Previously, the political 
science program was administer- 
ed in conjunction with the De- 
partment of History, which will 
continue under the chairmanship 
of Prof. Clyde K. Nelson. 

Courses offered by the Depart- 
ment of Political Science will 
deal with the nature and place 
of politics in society. Emphasis 
will be placed on the purposes, 
organization, and operation of 
political institutions and forces. 

Political theory, American and 
comparative political systems, 
and international relations and 
organization will form the core 
of the new major. Doctor Garber 
explained. Normal course stud- 
ies, seminars, and independent 
study will be offered to students 
majoring in this field. 

“We feel there is a genuine 
need for this program within 
the total academic offerings 
available to our students,” 

Doctor Garber related. “Eliza- 
town College is located within 
easy reach of state and na- 
tional centers of political acti- 
vity, and, beyond this, the Col- 
lege is involved in interna- 
tional contacts. 

“All these provide valuable op- 
portunities for first-hand obser- 
vation of political activities by 
our students.” she added. 

Students majoring in political 
science will follow a four-year 
program including courses in 
English, a roreign language.
